we asked again. 
" No,” was the reply, " both Jon and Oljvr 
are up in toe mountains, hut one of the girls 
will do quite as well. 
Here, Thorn, go and 
abow tho Englishmen the way." 
Immediately 
an 
exceedingly 
handsome 
young woman ran out, and nodding kindly to 
me, went around to the back of tile house, 
caught a iiony, put a bridle on it, and not 
taking the trouble to fetch a saddle, vaulted 
on ins bare back, and sitting astride, drove 
lier heels into its sides and galloped of! down 
the river bank as hard as she could go, shout­ 
ing for us to follow. 
We became naturally rather excited at such 
a display of dash on the part of such a pretty 
girl, aud started oil immediately in chase.-- 
But though we did our utmost to catch her, 
she increased her distance hand over hand. 
There 
was no doubt about it ; 
she had 
as much courage as ever we could boast of, 
aud in point of horsemanship was a hundred 
yards ahead of either of us. 
For about half a nile we rattled along, 
when suddenly she pulled up short on a sand 
bonk. 
“ You can cross here," she said, " but you 
must be careful.

over there, aud when you have reached it, 
you will be able to soc tile cairn of stones we 
built lo show the landing place."

The water was running level with 
Hie horses’ withers, aud it was only by lifting 
their heads very high that they could keep 
their noses clear. 
"G ood by,” she said, "God bless you," and 
before I was quite aware of it, kissed me on 
the cheek.

Mr. S. E. Waller started for a trip in Ice­ 
land in June, 1872. Ha gives an account of 
“ Six Weeks in tho Saddle,” in a little vol­ 
ume from which we get an idea of the cus­ 
toms of the people there.

Here we have an 
instance of native kindness and feminine 
courage:

Not liking to at­ 
tempt to swim uuder the circumstances, we 
rode on down the bank for some miles, and 
fortunately found a house. 
Knocking at the door, we asked: “ Is the 
liver very deep?” “ Very,” sai I a voice from 
the inside. 
“ Is there a man who will show us a fori.?” 
we asked again. 
“ No,” was the reply, “ botn Jon and Olavr 
are up iu tne mountains, but one of the girls 
will do quite as well. Here, Thora, go and 
show the Englishmen the way.” 
Immediately an exceedingly handsome 
young woman ran out, and nodding kindly to 
me, went around to the back of the house, 
caught a pony, put a bridle on it, and not 
taking the trouble to fetch a saddle, vaulted 
On his bare back, and sitting astride, drove 
her heels into its sides and galloped ofl down 
the river bank as hard as she could go, shout­ 
ing for us to follow. 
We became naturally rather excited at such 
a display of dash on the part of such a pretty 
girl, and started ofl immediately in chase.—

The Democrat* and Liberals united iii Con­ 
necticut, and polled at Monday’s election 46, 
082 votes, arith five towns to hear from which 
last year gave them about 650, so their vote 
will this year ne about 47,000. 
The Republi­ 
cans ca3t 89,558; the towns to hear (rom will 
probably give them 900, making their vote 
about 40,400. The Temperance vote is 4,816, 
with probably enough in the towns to hear from 
to increase It to 5,000. 
This shows a gain of 
about 2,000 to the Democrats and Liberals, 
1,200 to the Republicans, while the Temper­ 
ance vote has just doubled. 
The expectation of apathy is thus unful­ 
filled as compared with last year, and show­ 
ing no very marked increase .in the vote of 
the party already in possession of tho state. 
the Republicans very nearly maintaining the 
same relative proportions. 
Rut the. falling-oiT 
from G rant’s vote in 1872 is very large iudeed, 
reaching 10,000. 
While there doesn’t appear 
to be any desertion from Republican to Demo­ 
cratic ranks, there yet is such a decided ex­ 
pression of dissatisfaction with the m anage­ 
ment of national affairs, that those who run 
the machine must heed or take the clearly in­ 
dicated consequences. 


A Soul S le u l. 
Among the Immense and unblushing swin­ 
dles of our day the Alaska Fur Company 
stands conspicuous. 
About three years ago 
an act was lobbied through Congress requir­ 
ing the Secretary of the Treasury to contract 
with what is known as the Alaska Fur Com­ 
pany for the lease of two islands acquired by 
the United Stales by the Alaska real estate 
transaction of Mr. Seward, namely, -st. Paul 
and St. George. 
The contract, which was 
mads in accordance with the act, gave to the 
company for a term of twenty-one years the 
sole privilege of laking seals from those is­ 
lands, uot to exceed 100,000 jmt annum for 
$2 a head. 
That tin outrageous piece of job­ 
bery was tied up in the scheme was plain 
enough to ult who wots cognizant of it at the 
outset. 
Some few men made a feeble re-is- 
tance, but there was too much money or some 
other form of “ influence" in J.Iio thing; tin* 
committee, having an eye to the future popu­ 
lating of Alaska by white men, would listen 
to no objections to tho bill. 
A character by 
the name of Jeffries—Noah L. Jeffries, a pro­ 
fessional lobbyist, was the insinuating en­ 
chanter who sang sweetly and convincingly 
into the ears of the committee, and scruples 
of conscience together with questions of law 
fall licfore him like the walls of Jericho before 
the ram's-horn hand of old. 
Upon the basis 
of this contract a gigantic monopoly was 
formed with its hea l iii Lindon aud its tad in 
this country, 
Enormous dividends are paid 
to all the stockholders, who have each and all 
grown rich since the company was organized. 
Outside of the 100,000 seals furnished annual­ 
ly by this company to the London manufac­ 
turers, probably not more than 20,000 seals 
additional are gathered in a year from the re­ 
mainder of the wot Id. 
Rut a deejHT question 
is suggested by a further revelation of facts. 
The London manufacturers uso up about 300,- 
000 skins annually; where do the extra 180,- 
000 come from * 
There is only one reasonable 
answer; they are stolen from Alaska and the 
islands adjacent in defiance of the terms of 
the contract. 
Thus the United .-Hates is 
robtied of not less than $360,000 royalty every 
year, even at tim ruinous rates at which the 
seals ure sold to this big swindling corjiora- 
tiou. 
A few days ago a lid! passed the House 
providing for the sending of un agent to Alas­ 
ka to look after government interests in con- 
uectiou with the lithely there. 
Roes anybody 
suppose he will do the company any harm; 
with a fat fee in prospect for uot seeing foo 
much wdl his eyes do their natural duty? And 
Dawes, too, he thinks the scheme “ works 
well," for he said so iu the House. 
Is he too, 
like Buller, atloruey for anything 7 


Sunburn'** T e stim o n y . 
From what Mr. Sauliorii swore to before 
the Ways and Means Committee oil M<unlay, 
one inference at least is imperative; either he 
falsities the facts or Mr. Richardson does. San­ 
born on the investigation showed himself to 
be a mail of coolness, courage and resources. 
Reyond what his careful ami explicit words 
told, his face an i manlier indicated little or 
nothing. 
He tost died w ith no lack of empha­ 
sis aud directness that the Secretary did un­ 
derstand the entire nature mid limitation of 
th? fifty per cent, contracts which the depart­ 
ment made with Sanborn at the time of sign­ 
ing them. 
At the time of the signing of the 
first. contract Mr. Richardson was acting Sec­ 
retary rn the place of Mr. Rout well, who wa* 
a% >ut from Washington. 
.Sanborn declares 
re|»eatedly that there apjiearod to lie no fog 
whatever overhanging aud obscuring Hie offi­ 
cial mind on that occasion. 
On (bo contrary 
the .Secretary has recently avowed that lie af­ 
fixed bis name lo the paper in question u sa 
mere m atter of routine business, un ifrrtaiid- 
ing nothing in relation to it beyond its gene­ 
ral meaning. 
This creates a clear issue of 
veracity between these two gentlemen. 
Hie 
government theory has been that the Sanltoru 
contracts were, us lo their ex ton I aud details, 
a roofs mysterious thing than R u n urn’s won­ 
derful “ What is It;" sowing upon the stage 
of action after the manner of “Kl jail, the Tish- 
bile,” without au introduction and without an 
ancestry. 
How far tho public has believed 
this cunningly devised fable may be rationally 
inferred from the comments of the press 
throughout the country and the tone of late 
speeches upon the involutions of the depart­ 
ment's financial operations. 
Mr. Sanborn 
confesses to the adoption of the labor-saving 
invention of taking a catalogue of the names 
of all the railroad companies in the country 
sud lo describing them as “ indebted to Hie 
government upon taxes, upon dividends arid 
upon interest paid upon bonds which they 
have heretofore withheld aud refused lo pay.” 
Now there are in the United States about 590 
railroads subject to taxation for revenue pur­ 
poses, aud out of this number the contractor 
admits that he hart knowledge of only 150 as 
being In any way in arrears. 
The lawfulness 
aud morality of this step needs no comment 
and is a fair sample of the morality of the en­ 
tire arrangement. 
Sanborn also concedes 
what everybody e x i t e d , that 15. F. Butler 
was his friend and adviser as to the contracts 
aud bellied to make them water-tight; hut 
was exceedingly guarded and cautious in 
those parts of bis testimony which concerned 
his pseudo Massachusetts attorney, so as not 
to implicate him. 
The sum and substance of 
the wbolu thing is that there has been a gi­ 
gantic fraud upon the revenue and that when 
nil Sanborn knows about it has been placed 
on record several broad reputations will be se­ 
riously if not fatally damaged. 
Not the least 
or most obscure sufferer will probably Ire Sen­ 
ator Rout well. who is as deep iu the mud of 
this business as Richardson Is in the mire, if 
not deeper. 
Mr. Richardson should, however, 
resign immediately if he means to do it at ail, 
as the thickening ghost of a possible impeach­ 
ment is rising iu the distance.

Tbe Connecticut Election. 
Tbe Democrats and Liberals united in Con­ 
necticut, and polled at Monday’s election 46, 
062 votes, frith five towns to hear from which 
last year gave them about 650, so tbeir vote 
will this year De about 47,000. The Republi­ 
cans ca3t 39,558; the towns to hear Irom will 
probably give them 900, making tbeir vote 
about 40,400. The Temperance vote is 4,816, 
with probably enough in the towns to hear from 
to increase it to 5,000. This shows a gain of 
about 2,000 to the Democrats and Liberals; 
1,200 to the Republicans, while tbe Temper­ 
ance vote has just doubled. 
The expectation of apathy is thus unful- 
lilled as compared with last year, and show­ 
ing no very marked increase .in the vote of 
the party already in possession of the state, 
the Republicans very nearly maintaining the 
same relative proportions. But the falling-off 
from Grant’s vote In 1872 is very large indeed, 
reaching 10,000. While there doesn’t appear 
to be any desertion from Republican to Demo­ 
cratic ranks, there yet is such a decided ex­ 
pression of dissatisfaction with the manage­ 
ment of national affairs, that tli030 who run 
tbe machiue must heed or take the clearly in­ 
dicated consequeuces. 


A Seal Steal. 
Among the immense and unblushing swin­ 
dles of our day the Alaska Fur Company 
stands conspicuous. About three years ago 
an act was lobbied through Congress requir­ 
ing the Secretary of the Treasury to contract 
with what is known as the Alaska Fur Com- 
' pany for the lease of two islands acquired by 
the United States by the Alaska real estate 
transaction of Mr. Seward, namely, St. l’aul 
and St. George. The contract, which was 
made in accordance with the act, gave to the 
company for a term of twenty-one years the 
sole privilege of taking seals from those is­ 
lands, not to exceed 100,000 per annum for 
$2 a head. That an outrageous piece of job­ 
bery was tied up in the scheme was plain 
enough to all who were cognizant of it at the 
outset. Some few men made a feeble resis­ 
tance, but there was too much money or some 
other form of “influence” in .the thing; the 
committee, having an eye to the futuro popu­ 
lating of Alaska by white men, would listen 
to no objections to tlio bill. A character by 
the name of Jeffries—Noah L. Jeffries, a pro­ 
fessional lobbyist, was the insinuating en­ 
chanter who sang sweetly and convincingly 
into the ears of the committee, and scruples 
of conscience together with questions of law 
fell before him like the walls of Jericho before 
the ram’s-hora band of old. Upon the basis 
of this contract a gigantic monopoly was 
formed with its head in London aud its tail in 
this country. Enormous dividends are paid 
to all the stockholders, who have each and all 
grown rich since the company was organized 
Outside of the 100,000 seals furnished annual­ 
ly uy this company to the London manufac­ 
turers, probably not more than 20,000 seals 
additional are gathered in a year from the re­ 
mainder of the world. But a deeper question 
is suggested by a further revplation of facts. 
The London manufacturers use up about 300,- 
000 skins annually; where do the extra 1S0,- 
000 come from ? There is only one reasonable 
answer; they are stolen from Alaska and the 
islands adjacent in detiauce of the terms of 
the contract. Thus the United States 
robbed of not less than $360,000 royalty every 
year, even at the ruinous rates at which the 
seals are sold to this big swindling corpora­ 
tion. A few days ago a bill passed the House 
providing for the sending of an agent to Alas­ 
ka to look after government interests in con­ 
nection with the tlshery there. Does anybody 
suppose he will do the company any harm; 
with a fat fee in prospect for not seeing foo 
much will his eyes do their natural duty? And 
Dawes, too, he thinks the scheme “works 
well,” for he said so iu the House. Is he too, 
like Butler, attorney for anytbiug? 


had no difficulty in ringing in District Attorney

SunboruN T estim ony. 
From what Mr. Sanborn swore to befor 
the Ways and Means Committee on Monday, 
one inference at least is imperative; either he 
falsifies the facts or Mr. Richardson does. San­ 
born on the investigation showed himself to 
bo a man of coolness, courage and resources 
Beyond what his careful and explicit words 
told, his face and manner indicated little or 
nothing. He testified with no lack of empha­ 
sis and directness that the Secretary did un­ 
derstand the entire nature and limitation of 
the fifty per cent, contracts which the depart­ 
ment made with Sanborn at the time of sign­ 
ing them. At the time of the signing of the 
first contract Mr. Richardson was acting Sec 
retyry iu the place of Mr. Boutwell, who was 
alfcent from Washington. Saubonu declares 
repeatedly that there appeared to be no fo. 
whatovor overhanging and obscuring the offi­ 
cial mind on that occasion. On the contrary 
the Secretary has recently avowed that lie af­ 
fixed his name to the paper in question a3 a 
mere matter of routiue business, understand 
ing nothing in relation to it beyond its gene­ 
ral meaning. This creates a clear issue 
veracity between these two gentlemen. The 
government theory has been that the Sanborn 
contracts were, as to their extent and details, 
a more mysterious thing than Barn urn’s won 
derfal “What is It;” coming upon the stage 
of action after the manner of “El jali, the Tish 
bite,” without an introduction and without an 
ancestry. How far the public has believed 
this cunningly devised fable may be rationally 
inferred front tbe comments of the pres 
throughout the country and the tone of late 
speeches upon the involutions of the depart 
incut’s financial operations. Mr. Sanborn 
confesses to the adoption of the labor-savin 
invention of taking a catalogue of the names 
of all the railroad companies in the country 
aud to describing them as “indebted to the 
government upou taxes, upon dividends and 
upon interest paid upon bonds which they 
have heretofore withheld and refused to pay 
Now there are in the United States about 590 
railroads subject to taxation for revenue pur 
poses, and out of thi3 number the contractor 
admits that he had knowledge of only 150 as 
being in any way in arrears. The lawfulness 
aud morality of this step needs no comment 
and is a fair sample of the morality of the en 
tire arrangement. Sanborn also concedes 
what everybody expected, that B. F. Butler 
was his friend and adviser U3 to the contracts 
and helped to make them water-tight; but 
was exceedingly guarded and cautious 
those parts of his testimony which concerned 
his pseudo Massachusetts attorney, so as not 
to implicate him. The sum and substance of 
the wbolo thing is that there lias beeu a gi­ 
gantic fraud upon the revenue and that when 
all Sanborn knows about it has been placed 
on record several broad reputations will be se­ 
riously if not fatally damaged. Not the least 
or most obscure suflcrer will probably be Sen­ 
ator Boutwell, who is as deep in the mud of 
this business as Richardson Í3 in the mire, if 
not deeper. Mr. Richardson should, however, 
resign immediately if he means to do it at all, 
as the thickening ghost of a possible impeach­ 
ment is rising iu the distance. \Ve shall re­ 
joice if the effluvium proceeding from this 
cess-pool shall finally disgust the people suffi­ 
ciently to create a new and much-needed 
moral sentiment for the latitude of Washing­ 
ton. 
One item further in connection with San­ 
born’s deposition we note with pleasure, inas­ 
much as lt.concerns Judge Noah Davis, whose 
relation to the Jayne matter has laid him open 
to what mu3t have been very disagreeable 
criticism to a man in the Judge’s position. 
The great contractor said before the commit­ 
tee that he had approached Judge Davis with 
a hope to enlist his active co-operation iu the 
swindle but was emphatically repulsed; but

E ditor F reem an:—Clerk Glidden of the 
Senate begins to doubt the probability of an 
adjournment as early as May 1st, and surely 
he ought to be best informed on this subject. 
If so much doubt exists on the subject in that 
branch—which is far ahead of the House—we 
plebeians of tlie,lower house cannot hope to go 
home until the tenth of May. I wish here to 
say, that while experience and observation 
leads me to think the Republican party dili- 
cient—generally—In executive ability as com­ 
pared with their opponents, no blame for the 
probable length of this session can attach to 
Speaker Husted. 
He is a man^>f superior 
parliamentary capacity, keen and quick in 
perception, aud iu every wav qualified to hold 
the position of Speaker. He dispatches bu»i- 
uess with extraordinary alacrity, and possess­ 
es a magnetism that enables him to preserve 
perfect order on the floor. It seems strange 
that where such able men a3 Hon. Lyman 
Tremain and Hon. Henry Smith should fail 
that Mr. United succeeds, since no man will 
contend that Mr. Hasted is the peer—intel 
lectually—of Mr. Tremain, our Congrcasman- 
at-Large at present from this slate. And yet 
we all know that “Billy” Hitchrnan of New 
York—a mere clerk—made a very succeisful 
presiding officer. These things would seem 
to shroud the subject of a man’s becoming or 
making a good Speaker with an iupenetrable 
mystery. In fact, no man can tell wheLlier 
this certain man or that one will or will not 
make a Speaker. The only way to decide that 
question is to elect a man and let him try it. 
Two weeks will generally suffice to solve the 
problem. As long as Alberger ha3 been on 
the floor, he entirely fails in the chair, and I 
doubt not the same could be said of many who 
aspire to that treacherous chair. The man 
Who fails in that position may as well “Go 
West,” or sit down and endeavor to mako his 
mark as a literary man—making tbe subject 
of “cremation,” for instance, the topic to gain 
a reputation. 
Rapid Transit here won’t lie still; the cut 
in the Graphic of a day or two since is favor­ 
ably commented upon, especially that part 
portraying Vanderbilt on high ground lookin: 
on—very complacently—the efforts of the 
horse struggling under the whip of public 
opinion to extricate himself. Mayor East­ 
man made two unsuccessful ellorts last Mon­ 
day evening to get his bill made a special 
order, but the House refused.

The excitement last evening was over the 
caucus to nominate a Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction in place of Hon. A. B. Weaver. 
This subject has attracted much attention and 
Republican candidates hare been very nume­ 
rous, since no man but a Republican could 
hope to be elected. It attracted attention be­ 
cause there has been so much talk and so 
much doubt as to the probable fate of a bill 
to abolish this ollice. The bill having passed 
the Senate, many thought an election might 
prove an empty honor. Notwithstanding this, 
however, there were ten men who took their 
chances, and last night the contestants tried 
their mettle. There wore some very laugha­ 
ble features connected withjthls joint—Senate 
and House—caucus. The Democrats met in 
the Senate chamber at 9 p. m. and nominated 
Mr. Weaver all harmonious, and the agony 
'there was soon over. I never saw a man 
proceed to cast a vote with more vim than 
does Mr. Winfield. He scents to delight' in 
casting a sound Democratic vote a3 often as 
possible—and as frequently as an opportuni­ 
ty presents itself, having due regard always 
for statutory limitation, of course. The Re­ 
publican caucus met at 9:30 p. m. and the 
first eflort made was by the amorous Goss of 
Monroe, who moved to cut off all speech-mak- 
iug, assiguiug a3 a reason that members had 
been buzzed enough for weeks, aud ought lo 
kuow all about the various candidates. His 
motion prevailed amid laughter, as it was 
known that several members had prepared 
speeches in their desks in favor of tavorites, 
It hit Senator Selkreg hard, and he became 
rebellious, as did Batchcller finally, who de­ 
nounced the policy of “ gag law ” in a Repub­ 
lican assemblage. It was a dose of medicine 
often applied by politicians to their opponents 
of either side; but when it came to be applied 
to friends, it proved an emetic that members 
did uot care to quietly rest under.

was removed. Spencifr got in a counter blow 
on Selkreg, who said candidates ought to have 
their merits presented, to which Spencer re­ 
plied that the House stood ready to impart 
any needful information to the Senate that 
Senators desired, and the passage of the bill 
to abolish the office demonstrated that the 
Senate needed light. Besides which, the Sen 
ate’s action looked as though that body did 
not desire to participate iu the proceedings a 
all. The Speaker had been active for Herring

Washington, April

THE INFLATION BILL. 
C oukU ng’a W arning W ords. 
New Y ork, April 7.—A Washington dis­ 
patch says the closing debate in the Senate 
yesterday on the financial bill, especially tbe 
warning words of leading Republican Sena­ 
tors against committing the Republican party 
to the policy of inflation, lias produced a pro- 
tound impression in Congressional and official 
circles. The speeches of Conkling and An­ 
thony were clear and pointed, but they had 
no eflect on the ruling majority. Some sig­ 
nificance is attached to that of Conkling on 
account of his intimacy with the President, 
and not a few believe that he reflects the 
President’s views on this question. Conkling 
said:“This is inflation; utter and hurtful spasmo­ 
dic relief may come from it, temporary and 
apparent prosperity may come from it, but it 
takes uo heed of the future except to smooth 
the way to degradation, disaster and distress 
without necessity or even sore temptation to 
extenuate it. Such a policy spurns experience 
of all epochs, tramples on reason and right 
and violates the pledged faith of the nation as 
attested by solemn and repeated acts of the 
American people in Congress assembled, by 
avowals of every 
department 
of tbe 
government 
aud by 
declarations 
in 
national convention of the political party 
which chose the most of us to the seats we 
hold and chose also the Chief Magistrate, 
bound by his word against every scheme and 
device of repudiation and dishonor. I mean 
so to vote tiiat by my act the record of Con­ 
gress shall not falter in a double sense and 
shall not be stained by a trace of bad faiih.” 


MARINE ACCIDENT. 
A French Ship Abandoned ut Sea. 
Queenstown, April 7—Evening.—The Na­ 
tional Line steamer Egypt, which sailed from 
New York March 28th, tarrived this evening. 
She brings the first officer of the steamer 
Greece of the same line and a salvage crew 
rescued from the French Transatlantic Co.’s 
steamer Europe, which they endeavored to 
save but were compelled to abandon at sea in 
a sinking condition after all the passengers 
and crew on board had been rescued by the 
Greece. The first officer of the Greece reports 
that they left Liverpool March 25th and 
Queenstown the 26th for New York. Oil the 
2J of April we encountered the French steam­ 
er Europe from Havre for New York in a 
sinking condition and took oil her passengers 
and crew, 400 in number. With twenty men 
I remained on board tlio Europe in the hope 
of saving her, while the Greece proceeded on 
her voyage to New York with the people res­ 
cued from the French steamer. On the 4tli 
of April we signalled the steamer Egypt and 
asked to be taken in tow. The latter consent­ 
ed and hawsers were made fast, but owing lo 
a heavy sea the lines parted and as tbe water 
was constantly gaining on us we concluded to 
abandon the Europe. We signalled the 
Egypt to take us off and were safely trans­ 
ferred to her and brought to this port. When 
we left the Europe there waseightaen feet of 
water in her engine room. The Europe sailed 
from Havre, March 27th, for New York.

SOUTH CAROLINA AFFAIRS. 
A Visit to President Grant. 
Washington, April 7.—The South Carolina 
Senators and Representatives, with a delega­ 
tion from the Republican State Central Com­ 
mittee of that state, called on the President 
this morning to answer tlio charges made 
agaiust them by the delegation from the Tax­ 
payers’ Convention. The delegation made a 
loug statement to the President, based mainly 
upon documents that they presented, lo the 
eflect that taxation was not so burdensome as 
has been represented, and that they were im­ 
posed for the best interests of liic people and 
state. They denied that the other delegation 
represented almost entirely the tax-paying 
citizens of South Carolina, and declared that 
they (the Republican delegation) represented 
tbe substantial interests in the state, as they 
represented tho great majority of the people. 
The President replied that he regarded their 
statement as a complete answer to tlio other 
side, aud he would olso say that his reply to 
the former delegation had in several instances 
been misrepresented, particularly with regard 
to his remarks upon tho state government of 
Louisiana and South Carolina, as he hail not 
intended to make any reflection upon them.

THE WESTERN CRUSADERS. 
Disturbance at Dayton, Ohio. 
Dayton, Ohio, April 7.—Notwithstanding 
the fact that the Democracy were jubilant over 
their victory over the crusaders and were in 
no humor t# endorse saloon prayers, the wo- 
meu repaired to the curb stones yester­ 
day aud continued tlieir efforts. The crusa­ 
ders were surrounded at Rupp's saloon by a 
boisterous crowd rabble and grossly insulted. 
A knife was brandished, pistols displayed and 
a riot was so imminent that the Police Com- 
migsioners were obliged to interfere and re­ 
quest tha women to retire from tlio street. 
The crowd used the foulest language and ut­ 
terly stifled song and prayer by uproarious 
hooting. The Police Commissioners request­ 
ed the women not to appear again on the 
streets during the day, and will request the 
Mayor to issue a proclamation against the 
present mode of crusading, because it tends to 
disturb the public peace. The Democratic 
triumph is regarded by them as a popular 
condemnation of crusading, and it is proba­ 
bly ended in Dayton. 
Later.—Tho Mayor and Police Commis­ 
sioners hava issued a proclamation requiring 
the police to keep the bands of women away 
from the saloons, aud to enforce the state laws 
against liquor selling. Both parties are in­ 
tensely excited.

it was as quiet as on a summer’s day. This

thej house its 
power is almost entirely gone. Neither was 
the weather as cold at the house by several 
degrees as on the róad.

Canal Notes. 
The Dyberry is a canal boat of very supe­ 
rior model and fitted up with much taste and 
comfort for the use of the officers and Board 
of Directors of the Delaware & Hudson Canal 
Company. The boat has been sent to Hones- 
tlale to be repaired and refitted, preparatory to 
carrying the officers and Directors of the Com­ 
pany over the line of the canal from tide-watcr 
to Honesdale in May next.

Coinitatus de Lunático Inquircndo. 
The court room was an interesting place for 
loungers Tuesday, to attend to the proceed­ 
ings before John E. YanEtten, counsellor at 
law, James O. VanHovenburgh and Cornelius 
D. Westbrook, physicians, commissioners ap­ 
pointed by the Supreme Court to inquire by a 
jury of the unsoundness of mind of Augustus 
Schoonmaker, a well-knowu resident of the 
upper part of the city. Mr. Schoonmaker 
an old man, about 75 years of age, and it is 
claimed that he has become deprived of his 
reason so he is unable to govern himself or 
manage his affairs. A petition to that effect 
was made % Julia S. Schoonmaker, his 
daughter, who also says he is the owner of a 
valuable store, house and lot on the north side 
of North Front street, which yields the annual 
rental of $528, and which he refused to sell 
sometime ago for $6,000, but has made acon- 
tract since that time to seil it to one George 
Maer for the sum of $3,000, to the great det­ 
riment of himielf and family. That he made 
this bargain secretly, without disclosing the 
terms of the contract to his children, thereby 
showing evidences of an unsound lpind. This 
petition is followed by an affidavit of the fam­ 
ily physician, Je*3C Myer, who swears that the 
old gentleman,is affected with softening of 
the brain, aud he is now, and has been for the 
past two year3, so far deprived of his under­ 
standing as to tye unfit to manage his busi­ 
ness. An affidavit of George Elmepdorf is 
also attached in which he claims Mr. S. is in­ 
sane because he is in the habit of frequently 
repeating questions, and for th* other reasons 
given in the petition and other affidavit. On 
these papers Judge T. R. Westbrook issued a 
commission in the nature of a writ de luná­ 
tico inquirendo, appointing the before-named 
gentlemen as commissioners to inquire into 
the lunacy of the said Augustus Schoonmaker, 
at the same time restraining him from execut­ 
ing a deed for the premises to Maer until the 
proceedings are concluded. A jury was duly 
summoned Tuesday, and the trial begun. The 
evidence given so far tends to show that at 
times the mind of Mr. Schoonmaker wandered, 
and that he was at such times very feeble In 
intellect. Proof was also given as to the facts 
stated in the petition and affidavits.
